W E have the honour to submit our Sixtieth Annual Report on the several services 
entrusted to our management, viz. : — I. Loahs.

I. — PUBLIC WOBKS LOANS. 

In the year ending 31st March, 1892, we have, with the approval of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, made 1,046 loans for £401,721, as against 
1,147 loans for £687,168, in the previous year. _ The decrease of 101 in the number 
and of £285,447 in the amount of loans, is attributable mainly to diminished number 
of applications under the Seed Potatoes Supply Act, 1890.

Observations on Class (1). — Loans secured on Undertakings. 

The loan to the Sligo Harbour Commissioners merits special mention. The object of 
the loan is to deepen the channel of the river from Bosses’ Point up to the Quay at 
Sligo, and to improve the deep water berths. 

Your Lordships haying intimated in October, 1890, that You would be prepared to 
consider the application for the loan as soon as the Harbour Commissioners should 
have obtained the necessary powers for increasing the import dues on goods, and put 
such increased dues in force, a Provisional Order was obtained for that purpose. The 
Harbour Commissioners renewed their application in September, 1891, and your Lord- 
sdips having conveyed their sanction to a loan of £15,000, under certain conditions 
. - B ° aTd are m communication with the Harbour Commissioners’ legal representative 
m reterence to the preparation of the mortgage deed.

Amount of loans sanctioned under Act of 1866, while it continued operative, i.e., to 
the close of the year 1884-85 — £281,334. Number of dwellings erected— 3,410. 
Rate of Interest charged — 4 per cent. 

In previous reports we called attention to the stimulus to building under this service, 
arising from the favourable terms as to interest granted by Treasury Minutes of 21st and 
25th January, 1886. The year under report exhibits a decline — only 11 applications to 
the amount of £10,164, have been sanctioned, as against 20 for £43,413 in 1889-90. 
The average number of sanctioned applications for the past six years exceeded 20. 
We believe this decrease to be accidental and temporary, and not to point to a 
continuous downward tendency.

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The loans sanctioned under these Acts amounted at the end of the year under report 
to £1,256,27 5. Ninety-one out of 161 Unions had borrowed this sum. The remaining 
Unions had not up to that date availed themselves of the powers given by the Acts.

The advances under the Acts in 1891-92 amounted to £115,133, bringing the total 
advanced to £1,053,1 5S. 


Loans for Dispensary Houses. No. 22 in Abstract. 

Loans for the construction, &c., of Dispensary Houses have fallen from 23 loans for 
£13,880 in 1890-91, to 7 for £3,300 in 1891-92.

No application has been received for advances under these Acts. 


Observations on Class (3). — Loans secured on Lands. 

This class comprises, in addition to loans made to tenants for purchase of their hold- 
ings, in accordance with the provisions of the Land Act of 1870 (under which no 
advances are now made), the following loans, having for their object the improvement 
of land : — 

(a.) Loans for arterial drainage under 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89. 

(6.) Loans made for arterial drainage works (26 & 27 Vic., c. 88), and loans made for the maintenance 
of such works (29 & 30 Vic., c. 49). 

(c.) Loans to “ owners" of lands for improvements, under 10 Vic., o. 32, and amending Acts. 

(d.) Loans to tenants of lands for improvements, under sec. 31 of the Land Law Act, 1881, 44 & 45 
Vic., c. 49. 


Loans for Arterial Drainage. Nos. 23 and 24 m Abstract. 

Loans for Arterial Drainage were made from 1842 to 1863 under 5 and 6 Vic., c. 8S. 
£2,082,052 were lent under this statute, the greater part during and after the famine 
of 1849. Of this amount £1,207,582 was _ remitted, and £873,867 principal (with 
£788,106 interest), repaid. The principal still repayable amounts to £603. 

Only one loan for Arterial Drainage, under 26 and 27 Vic., c. 88, was made amounting 
to £150. 

Owners who are not occupiers have for some time past ceased generally to initiate 
Arterial Drainage undertakings, and as tenants have no statutory power to do so, loans 
for this purpose are now seldom made. 

The entire amount of loans entered into for these purposes up to March 31, 1892, 
is £824,021, including £6,136 lent out of tho Irish Church Fund. Of this amount, 
£820,581 had by that date been advanced, of which £14,125 was advanced in the year 
under report.

The business done under this service reached its lowest point in number of applications 
in 1888-89. Since that year there has been a decided increase. The number of applica- 
tions for 1891-92 is slightly less than for the previous year, but we believe that the 
reduction does not point to a return to the figures of 1888-89. About one-fourth of the 
applicants are purchasers under the Land Purchase Acts, and it is probable that this 
class will avail itself largely of loans under the Land Improvement Service.

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Main and Thorough Drainage. 

The number of loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough drainage forms the 
principal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 31st March in this year, is 
8 155 for £3,704,667, and of this number 20, for £6,845, were approved during the 
year ended 31st March, 1892. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Vic., c. 40, 115 loans, amounting to £25,930, 
have been made, and of that number 1, for £125, was sanctioned during the year 
now reported on. 


Farm Buildings. 

Under this head 2,668 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,126,985. This includes 110 loans, for £24,320, 
approved during the past financial year. 


Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

For this class of work the number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, is 702, for £335,470, 10 of which, amounting to £l,940, were approved 
since our last Report. 


Loans to Tenants for Improvement of Holdings. No. 28 in Abstract. 

Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881. 

Sections 19 and 31. 

Under section 19 of the above quoted Act we have power to make advances to tenant 
farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Commission, and as a 
condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect labourers’ dwellings 
on their holdings. Two loans were sanctioned, amounting to £190, under this section 
within the year ending 31st March, 1892, the amount issued being £189. Under this 
provision of the Act 255 loans have been sanctioned since the commencement, amount- 
ing to £14,876, the instalments issued amounting to £13,346. 

Under section 31 of the same Act, which provides for loans to occupying tenants for 
improvements proposed by themselves, the number of loans sanctioned since our last 
report was 492, amounting to £46,170, the sum issued being £41,566. This gives 
the total of loans sanctioned under section 31 since the commencement to 31st March, 
1892, as 10,695 — amount £918,937, the instalments issued amounting to £770,510. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1890-91 was 836, being 
an increase of 99 over last year. Of this number 58 were received from occupying 
owners. 

We have to report that the new regulation sanctioned by your Lordships, under 
which the execution of work must precede the issue of each instalment, has met 
with general acceptance, and is working satisfactorily. It has relieved borrowers from 
the necessity, which existed when instalments were advanced before corresponding work 
was done, of obtaining sureties for the due application of the loan. The reduction of 
the m ini mum amount of loan to £35, which your Lordships approved of by letter 
dated 13th October, 1891, has extended the benefits of the Act to many tenants who were 
previously precluded from borrowing £50, the former minimum amount, either by the 
insufficiency of the security offered, or the inadequacy of the improvements proposed.

Loans, to the amount £270,884, have been made under Seed Potatoes Supply 
(Ireland) Act, 1890. 

Loans for National School Teachers' Residences. No. 34 in Abstract. 

The demand for loans for National school teachers’ residences, which showed a con- 
tinuous increase up to 1889-90, has fallen off for the past year, 51 loans for £11,341 
only being sanctioned as compared with 70 loans for £15,430 in 1889-90. The total 
advances for these loans up to 31st March, 1892, was £127,347 10s. 0 d. 

Loans for building Schools and Training Colleges. No. 35 in Abstract. 

Loans for building and improving non-vested schools and training colleges have 
increased from £2,770, in 1890-91, to £11,294. 

IRISH CHURCH FUND LOANS. 

No loans or advances under previous loans were made from this fund during the year- 

Out of £1,269,932 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
Act of 1880, £405,021 has been repaid, and of the balance outstanding, £839,336, 
£829,620 is not yet due, and £9,716 is in arrear. The arrears have decreased during 
the year by £1,122. 

The principal cancelled by redemptions, by allowing borrowers 3 per cent, on moneys 
paid in anticipation, now amounts to £6,500, including £2,630 in the present year. 
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Legislation in 1891-92 Affecting Loan Seuvices. 

During the year ending 3 1st March, 1892, Parliament has passed three Acts, two of 
which, viz., the Tramways (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1891, and the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, affecting the powers of the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland with regard to loans in certain services administered by them, and the third, 
the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) Act, 1891, affects their forms and procedure 
in certain other services. 

By the first named Act any existing Tramway Company may obtain an Order in 
Council increasing their Share Capital, and powers of borrowing from time to time. 

By the second Act, Part II. , the entire of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund and all 
save £20,000 of the Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund have been placed at the disposal of the 
newly founded Congested Districts Board for use where there are congested districts in 
any of the maritime or inland counties in which the Funds were theretofore applicable. 

The third Act passed for facilitating and cheapening the transfer of land and the 
title to land praotically affects only the mode of procedure with regard to perfecting 
mortgages and charging orders under certain circumstances. 


ADVANCES, REPAYMENTS, AND ARREARS. 


The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract submitted 
by the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. III., c. 34, passed in 1817. 
The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1892 (with certain loans 
made under special Acts before 1817), is £39,044,434. 

The classified abstract at pages 6 -9, shows how this amount has been disposed of 
by repayments, remissions, balances outstanding, &c.

This outstanding balance is represented in the books of the Office by 24,278 open 
accounts, which are generally in course of repayment by half-yearly instalments. 

The advances to borrowers in the years 1891-92 out of moneys advanced by the 
National Debt Commissioners were £438,878, as against £684,035 in 1890-91, and 
£477,406 in 1889-90. 

The amounts received in the year were £390,786, in repayment of principal, and 
£263,151 in respect of interest, making together £653,937. Of the latter amount, 
£589,038 was paid to the National Debt Commissioners, and £64,899 to the Irish Land 
Commission, in discharge of principal and interest of loans made out of the Irish 
Church Fund.

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The increase in arrears on Public Works loans generally from £24,274, in 1890-91, 
to £30,147, in 1891-92, is not so serious as the figures would suggest. The largest 
item entering into it is a sum of £2,700, instalments of a harbour loan, the payment 
of which has been temporarily suspended by permission of your Lordships. Deferring 
payment under such circumstances has not hitherto been treated as creating arrears, ft 
& now so regarded, in consequence of directions lately given by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General. The remainder of the increase under this head is mainly due to the 
accrual of the charges for one year on loans already in arrear. That on the Clare 
Slob Reclamation Loan represents the addition for 1891-1892 to previous arrears. 

The arrears on loans under the Public Health Act, remain virtually at the point of 
reduction in 1890-91. With one exception, that of a debt due by Ballina Union, they 
are cases in which local bodies have delayed payment of the last instalment, all previous 
instalments having been discharged. We have taken steps to secure punctuality in 
these cases in future. 

These on Railway loans point, not to any increase in the number of non-paying enter- 
prises, but to the addition of one year’s arrears to those previously accrued. It will be 
observed that the increase of arrears under this head has been constant at the rate of 
about £40,000 a year for the last three years. Arrears on land charges payable by 
owners continue to decrease. Those on loans payable by occupiers show a small 
increase. As this service is new, dating only from 1881, it must be expected that the 
number of defaults will have a tendency to increase for some time. It is, however, to be 
noted that the rapid rate of increase which prevailed in the three previous years has 
been checked, the increase for the year 1891-92 being only £647. It is hoped that by 
contihued judicious action in dealing with the land loan services generally, the improve- 
ment which has taken place will be maintained and accelerated.

Public Buildings. 

General Observations. 

Royal Hospital , Dublin. — The new roof, fire walls, and general reconstruction and 
decoration of the Master’s Quarters (Commander of the Forces) as also the new roof and 
fire walls of the Chapel. The latter work was one of special difficulty as it entailed the 
preservation of the fine seventeenth century plaster ceiling. 

Preparations for the renewal of the roofs, &c., on the eastern side of the quadrangle 
are now in progress. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Buildings. — A new riding school for the Mounted Metro- 
politan Police Force has been erected at Kevin-street barrack, and new sanitary additions 
have been carried out at Kilmainham station. _ . 

Ordnance Survey Office, Phanix Park. — The electro-typing, and cleaning, and 
graining workshops have been erected, and the first section of the new map store will 
shortly be completed. The stationery stores have been enlarged. New offices and 
fittings have also been provided at Cork and Ennis. 

Royal Irish Constabulary Barracks.—' Considerable progress has been made with the 
new barracks in Belfast. The Glenravel-street barrack has been completed and the 
works at Musgrave-street and Leopold-street barracks are being rapidly pushed forward. 

The Derry park barrack has been completed, the Faloarragh barrack is well advanced, 
and- the Sligo barrack has been greatly improved in accommodation. lhe additions to 
the Commandant’s Quarters at the R.I.C Depot, Phoenix Park, have been completed, a 
new boat house has Veen erected at Sclmll, and sanitary improvements have been 
carried out at William-street barrack. Limerick. , 

Queen’s Colleges.— The addition to the Biological Laboratory at Cork has been 
-completed, and the new Chemical Laboratory at Belfast is well advanced. 

Royal Hibernian Military School— The Surgery has been improved and enlarged, as 
also, the water supply, including the erection of a new steam pump and storage tanks. 

West Dublin Model School.— The reconstruction of the sanitary works have been 

t0 'pMta? d and Telegraph Offices.— The new Post Offices at Ennis and Coleraine have 
been completed and occupied, and the alterations in the new premises recently aeqmred 
at Mallow for a Post Office have been satisfactorily earned out. The new Parcels Post 
Depot, at Amiens-street, Dublin, is in progress. v tj™ a. , sr i 

Science an d Art Buildings.— The new porch of the National Dbrary the yard 
gateway, and screen wall connecting the Museum with the Royal Dublin Society s 
premises have been completed, and the Tropical Pern House at Glasnevm Gardens has 

hee Raml'§oUege of Science.—' The new lecture room has been completed. 

Coast Gvjivd Buildings. — The new Coast Guard Stations at fiannow and Camsor^ 
and the additions to Helvick Head Station, have been completed, and . ^ .has 
been entered into for the erection of a new station at Jack s Hole. The erection of the 
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proposed buildings at Watervillc has been postponed, and a contract has been entered 
into for the works at Ballygeary instead. 

Signal Stations. — The necessary works have been carried out at ten signal stations 
in erecting and enclosing Semaphores, &c. 

Naval t leserve Stations. — The new Naval Reserve battery and drill shed at Tramore 
has been commenced. 

National Education Buildings. — The erection and improvement of ordinary literary 
schools, &c., are in active progress throughout the country. A sum of £30,000 
was voted for grants in connection with this source to be expended during the 
year, and the actual payments amounted to £30,013. Various improvements were 
also carried out at the Munster Model Farm. The maintenance of the Training 
Colleges at Marlborough-street, North Great George’ s-street, and Talbot-street has been 
transferred to the Department of the Commissioners of National Education. 

The Four Courts. — The offices provided at the Four Courts for the Probate and 
Matrimonial Division, instead of those vacated at the King’s Inns, Henrietta-street, 
have been satisfactorily completed. 

The Registry of Deeds. — The reconstruction and extension of these offices, consequent 
on the vacation of the adjoining rooms by the Probate and Matrimonial Division, are now 
proceeding. 

Dublin Castle State Apartments. — The installation of the electric lighting is completed. 

Chief Secretary's Office, — Large works of partial reconstruction were carried out 
during the year. 

Registration of Titles Offices. — The necessary works in connection with the above have 
been carried out at the Four Courts and the King’s Inns. 

Mercantile Marine. — The new offices for the accommodation of the Local Marine 
and Board of Trade Staff at Eden-quay are now nearly complete. 

Depositories for Parochial Records (Act 39 & 40 Vic., c. 58/ — Under the provisions, 
of thisj'Act, inspections of proposed Depositories have been made in 10 cases, and 
reports thereon_forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of the Records. 

Parks and Gardens. 

The Phcenix Park. — The several buildings, roads, plantations, &c., have been pro- 
perly maintained, and the People’s Garden continues to be highly appreciated by the 
public as a place of recreation. 

St. Stephen' s-grecn Park has been maintained in good order, a matter of some 
difficulty in consequence of the great numbers who are attracted to it. 

The Curragh of Kildare. — The Deputy Ranger’s House has been maintained in good 
order. 


Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The usual works of repair and maintenance to sea slopes of breakwater, piers, wharves, 
roads, &c., were carried out during the year. 

Some improvements were made to facilitate landing yachts, &c. A new branch 
railway was laid to the Victoria Wharf from the main line of the Dublin, Wicklow, and 
Wexford Railway Company by that Company, to be used in the transport of troops, 
and some improvements have also been made in the Carlisle Pier lines and correlative 
works in connection with the extended Mail Service. 

Water has been supplied to Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights Board, 
and trading vessels, and a quantity of 725 tons of ballast was supplied to the latter. 

For a summary of rainfall and tidal observations, as also remarks on the fishing 
•industry, see Appendix B. 


Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The works were maintained in good order, and the expenditure was less than it has 
been for mauy 3 ’ ears. A short groyne was made at toe of sea slope on east pier to 
regulate travel of rubble forming the base of the work in storms, and some addition 
was made to the concrete wharf pavement on east pier. 

Heavy rubble washed round entrance was restored to the sea slope of oast pier. The 
Vest pier was furnished with lamps which have proved useful. 

.bor remarks as to trade and fishing see Appendix B. 
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Ddnmorb East Harbour, Co. Waterford. 

The works were uninjured by the unusually severe winter storms. Three hundred 
tons of large blocks were placed at toe of sea slope. The works generally, including 
sheds and stores, were repaired and maintained in good order. 

For remarks as to trade and fishing see Appendix B. 

Donaghadeb Harbour, Co. Down. 

No serious injury resulted from the heavy gales of the past winter to the sea slopes. 
Some dangerous rock ridges along beach inside harbour were removed. Heavy nibble 
was placed at foot of pier head sea slope, and the joints of sea slope were packed with 
concrete where necessary, proper air-holes being left. The small dock at Lemon’s 
wharf was cleaned out. Damage to the shipping in the harbour occurred during the 
heavy storm of 21st February last. The works were maintained in good order. 

For remarks as to trade and fishing see Appendix B. 

Ardglass Harbour, Co. Down. 

The injury to the sea slopes during the winter was trifling, though the gales of 13th 
and 18th October, 1891, and 21st February, 1892, were severe and blew directly on 
the harbour. The rock excavation at south end of harbour, referred to last year, was 
extended, and trading vessels have largely made use of this part of the harbour, which 
is contiguous to the new tramway extension of the Downpatrick and Ardglass Railway 
now almost completed. 

For remarks as to trade and fishing see Appendix B. 

Shannon Drainage. 

Lough Allen. 

This portion of the works is complete with the exception of dredging above the 
sluices, and the removal of some of the dam both of which will eventually be done with 
the steam grabber now in use at Killaloe. 

The new sluices during the August flood of 1891 were used with decided benefit. 

The shoal at Drumherriff, however, was shown more than ever to be a great 
obstruction. 

Killaloe. 

The works on the Tipperary side of the river above the Bridge and below the sluices 
were completed before the end of August when the flood came and stopped operations. 
The barges and dredgers had to be removed and the dams cut on the 28th August. No 
damage was done beyond some silting. The river continued at a height which prevented 
the resumption of the works till the middle of March, fully six months being lost ; 
though occasional pieces of work were done to give local employment as far as possible. 

Shannon Sluices. 

The year 1891 was a notable one for the severity of the floods, the August flood being 
as great as that of 1861, but the benefit of the sluices was clearly shown, and the 
extent of land flooded was small in comparison with that of the previous date. The 
December flood, were it not for the sluices, would have been one of the highest on 
record. 

The repairs required during the year were slight and were duly executed. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The Collector’s house and swivel bridge were repaired and maintained. 

Lower Boyne Navigation. 

The works were maintained in good order during the year. 


Royal University. 

Extensive improvements were carried out during the past year, consisting of the 
formation and fitting up a museum, oral examination rooms, and a sanitary annexe. 
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Ancient Monuments Protection Act. 

(45 & 46 Vic., c. 73). 

The head of the cross in the graveyard at Kells, which had fallen, has been carefully 
replaced, and the Round Tower has been pointed and repaired. Some expenditure has 
been incurred for the preservation of the ancient Church and Round Tower at Tulla 
near Co. Dublin. 

Works are being carried out at the Round Tower of Tullaherin, Co. Kilkenny, which 
was in a dangerous condition. 

In addition, works have been undertaken or arranged for this year at the under- 
mentioned places : — Dunbeg Fort, near Dingle ; Cahir Parcnagorivan ; Clou whan 
More ; Cloughan Beg ; Glenfaun, Cahir. 

Particular attention has been directed to the Monuments on the promontory of 
Dingle, Barony of Corcaguiny, which have proved most interesting subjects of ex- 
ploration. Plans have been made, and a report is in hands which otfry awaits further 
information for completion. 

To the West of Dingle, in the Barony of Corcaguiny, are several subterranean 
cells and forts, the majority of which have been inspected. 

A stone, inscribed with crosses and Ogham inscriptions, found in one of the cells, is 
about to be transferred to the Museum of the Royal Irish Academy. 

It is feared that owing to want of funds further exploration of these monuments 
cannot be undertaken this year, as there is a strong feeling that the money immediately 
available should be devoted to an exhaustive examination of the mounds on the Hill of 
Tara. Inquiries are being made from the best authorities as to the most satisfactory way 
of carrying out this work. 


111.— NON-VOTED SERVICES. 

This division of our duties compiises a variety of services placed under our control 
or management iu pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. Though numerous, some 
of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not form the subject of any 
special remarks. 

Those on which special reports follow are arterial drainage works, where, except in 
the matter of occasional maintenance, our functions, in addition to making loan advances, 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees aud Boards, iu making awards for completed 
works, to distribute the proper proportion of charges among the proprietors of land in 
each district, and subsequently to apportion the charge on any lands sub-divided, and, when 
called upon to do so, to increase the rents of tenants in respect of these improvements 

W e are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which are constructed by Government grants and by contributions fr om counties, and 
persons locally interested in these works. This duty is not confined to new works, but 
to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to time by Government 
aid since the year 1820, and which, although vested in counties, frequently require the 
direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

The administration of the Shannou and other navigations iu Ireland, whether 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly by votes of 
Parliament, involve considerable care and attention. 

The next class of duties embraced in this division has been the administration of two 
special loan funds, one the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, including ten distinct funds, 
applicable to the counties named hereafter in this Report. The funds of the eight 
maritime counties are applied to the purpose of loans to aid fishermen in buying boats, 
gear, nets, or in creating oyster beds ; and in the case of two inland counties, Roscommon 
and Tipperary, to works of general utility by any Town Commissioners in these 
counties. 

The Sea aud Coast Fisheries Fund, which was handed over to us, in pursuance of an 
Act passed in 1884, is applicable for Fishery Loans in all the maritime counties of 
Ireland, a preference being given to those counties which are not in possession of any 
assignment under the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund. 

Both the funds above referred to, with the exception of .£20,000 of the Sea and 
Coast Fisheries Fund, have lately been placed at the disposal of the Congested Districts 
Board, pursuant to -54 & 55 Vic., c. 48. 
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Another important branch is the care and preservation of 137 National ecclesias- 
tical structures which have been vested in us from time to time, and are maintained out 
of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the purpose from the Irish Church Fund in 
pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve on 
us, the principal of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination of 
Countv Surveyors’ Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and other 
miscellaneous duties. 

The Report also shows that we are charged with certain duties in connexion with 
Limited Owners' Residences, Arbitrations under the Railway Acts, and in aiding 
the Local Government Board with certain financial duties connected with the Public 
Health Act, Emigration, Seed Supply, &c. 

The Commissioners for the general control and correspondence, and for superintend- 
ing and directing the erection, establishment, and regulation of the Asylums for Lunatic 
Poor comprise the Chairman of this Board associated with the Inspectors of Lunacy and 
other gentlemen, and the duties have been carried on as if forming part of the regular 
duties of this department. 

The Board, acting under the powers conferred on them by the 45th, 46th, and 47th sec- 
tions of the Act 1 & 2 Wm.IV.,c. 33, and by deeds of mortgage, have entered into possession 
of the Letterkenny and Southern Railways, and exercise control over the revenues of 
Galway Harbour. 

The Annual Accounts in these matters are included under the head of Services. 

The receipts and expenditure incurred under the Miscellaneous Services are detailed 
in the Appendix A 4, A 5, A 6, and A 7, and amount to £80,957 and £87,615 
respectively, as against £114,725 and £109,071 in the year to 31st March, 1891. 

Arterial Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863, and Amendments. 
26 & 27 Vic., c. 8S ; 27 & 28 Vic., c. 72 ; 28 & 29 Vic., c. 52 ; 32 & 33 Vic., c. 72 ; 35 & 
36 Vic., c. 31 ;.37 & 38 Vic., c. 32; 41 & 42 Vic., c. 59 ; and 43 & 44 Vic., c. 27. 

The total number of applications received from the passing of the first of these Acts 
in the year 1863 to the 31st of March, 1892, is ninety-six. 

The maps, plans, estimates, and valuation schedules have been deposited, together 
with petitions for the constitution of the Drainage District of the Stick river, county 
Cork, and for the Carrigrohane, Maglin, and Ballincollig Drainage District, county 
Cork; hut the promoters of the former have not up to the present proceeded further 
with the matter. 

The works have been in progress in the year in the following districts : — 

River Suck, counties Galway and Roscommon, and Kill&rd River, county Cork ; 
and in the following cases the final awards have been made— Lough and River Erne 
Drainage and Navigation, counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal ; and 
Ballyeolliton, county Tipperary. 

A schedule of the final awards made under these Acts will be found in the 
Appendix, A 8. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the 55 districts in which final 
awards have been made, is 111,068 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
amounts to £764,622. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts, carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and 1860, on which an expenditure of £2,390,612 was incurred, of which £70,201 was 
for works chargeable on counties; £141,073 a free grant ; £1,206,312 remitted ; and 
£1,043,227 made repayable by annuity or otherwise ; a total of 266,736 acres were drained 
or improved under the latter Act. 

Increased Rents in respect of Drainage Charges. 

During the past year sixty applications were received from proprietors to fix increased 
rents to be paid by the tenants, in respect of lands improved by drainage of one 
thousand and sixty holdings ; seven hundred and twelve being tenants from year to 
year ; sixty- two leaseholders ; two hundred and eighty judicial tenants, and six 
tenant purchasers, and meetings have been held by us to determine the amounts. 

The marked increase in the number of applications is due to the Lough and River 
Erne Drainage Award.

Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance.

There were three cases of maintenance during the year, namely, Portstewart, County 
Londonderry, Pollnadivva, County Sligo, and Kilkeel, County Down. The first two 
were carried out at a cost of £160 and £194 respectively, and the works at the latter 
were still in progress at the close of the financial year. 

Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

The balance of the Sea Fishery Fund unexpended at the close of the financial year 
was £4,604, and the repayment of loans during the current year will probably amount 
to £2,136 or £6,740 altogether. Of the sum of £7,000 sanctioned for additional works 
at Grey stones £5,712 has been expended, and the balance may not be wholly required 
during the current year. 

Arklow Harbour. 

A commencement has been made by the Harbour Commissioners with the North 
Groyne Works, for which an expenditure of £7,000 was sanctioned by your Lordships. 

Clare Slob Reclamation. 

This work was along with other similar works damaged by the extremely high tide 
and land flood combined, of October last, and it was since thought desirable to dispose 
by sale of the undertaking which has been done. 

Shannon Navigation. 

The works have been maintained in good order during the year. Extensive repairs, 
necessitated by the high floods, were carried out on the Canal and river banks along 
the limerick portion. Two pairs of new deep gates for the Cussane and Battlebridge 
Locks were made ; a breast gate for Victoria Lock and a pair of new deep gates at 
Athlone were made and erected. 

IRISH REPRODUCTIVE LOAN FUND. 

The statement which has been submitted to Parliament shows the total amount 
advanced on loan for fishery purposes (with two exceptions, viz., in counties Roscommon 
and Tipperary, for the erection of a Town Hall), in each of the ten counties interested, 
up to 31st December, 1891, and the total repayments to the same date ; 323 loans for 
£7,049 were made in the year, as compared with 430 loans for £6,332 in the previous 
year. The repayments in the year amounted to £6,025 as compared with £6,308 in 
1890. The arrears of instalments recoverable amount to £2,635, compared with 
£1,878 in the previous year. 

Pursuant to the Act 54 & 55 Vic., cap. 48 (5 August, 1891), this fund has been 
placed at the disposal of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland, but up to the 
end of June the arrangements for the transfer of the fund and its administration had 
not been completed. 
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National Monuments and Ecclesiastical Ruins. 

(Irish Church Act, 1869.)

The following works have been carried out : — 

The surrounding walls of the ruins on Skellig Rock have been rebuilt, and safe 
access from the sea provided by clearing the approach of weeds and rubbish. At the 
Rock ot Cashel portion of the surrounding wall which bad fallen has been rebuilt. 
At Ardmore, Co. Waterford, the decayed timber floors in the Round Tower have been 
removed ; and one floor in the Tower at Monasterboiee has been secured by iron 

f irders, and portion of the end wall, which has fallen, is being rebuilt. At Holy 
sland, Lough Derg, repairs of a limited nature have been carried out, and an 
inspection will be made at an early day with a view to further work. 

The ruins at New Town, Trim, are under repair. 

Several of the ruins under the list of National Monuments have been inspected, 
including those on Arran Islands, the Church of St. Molua on a small Island in the 
Shannon ; the Church of St. Flannan at Killaloe, and the tower of Screen Church. 
Works will be undertaken in each case where a necessity for repairs was disclosed.

Receiver Accounts for Loans. 

We continue in possession of the Southern (Thurles to Clonmel) and the Letterkenny 
Railways. The gross earnings of the Southern Railway in the year 1891 amounted to 
£9,965, and after paying for haulage, rent to the Great Southern, and other charges, there 
remained a surplus of £2,250. We received from the County Tipperary and the 
individual guarantors the sum of £3,145, to pay the dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent, per annum on the guaranteed stock, amounting to £62,900, which has been 
duly paid over to the shareholders holding that Stock. 

The gross receipts of the Letterkenny Railway in the year 1891 amounted to 
£5,544, as compared with £5,595, in 1890, the surplus revenue being £1,671. 

Our Receiver over the Galway Harbour Revenues reports a gross receipt in the 
year to 31st March last of £3,581 6s. 8c?. We paid over to the National Debt 
Commissioners in the same time £2,739 9s. 9d, the balance being required for the 
maintenance of the harbour. 


IV.— LIGHT RAILWAYS. 

Tramwats and Light Railways under the Act of 1883. 

Tramways Acts, 23 & 24 Vic., c. 152 (1880) ; 24 & 25 Vic., c. 102 (1861) ; 34 Jr 35 Via, 
o. 114 (1871); 44 & 45 Vio., e. 17 (1881) ; and 46 * 47 Vic., e. 43 (1883). 

Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1860 and 1861 we are required, on 
the application of the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause an 
inquiry to be held into the merits of the undertakings from an engineering point of 
view, and to any modification in that respect which may be advantageously made, 
and to report our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to the 
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Grand Juries for their consideration in approving of the proposals made, prior to 
granting a baronial guarantee on the amount of capital required for the carrying 
out of any proposed undertaking, and to an Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council 
being sought. 

Ihe cost of these inquiries has been defrayed out of funds deposited in our hands by 
the Promoters. 

The following cases were brought forward for inquiry and were duly reported on 
by the Board: -Sydenham District, Belfast, Tramways; Belfast Street Tramways; 
Schull and Skibbereeu Tramwavs Extension ; Cork Tramways ; Dingle Extension Light 
Railway ; Peake Extension Light Railway ; Brandon Extension Railway. 

Our duty iu connexion with guaranteed undertakings is that prescribed by the 
10th section, subsection 4, of the. Tramways Act of 18S3, which enacts that before any 
Order in Council is made authorizing the carrying out of a guaranteed project, we are 
required to furnish the Lord Lieutenant in Council with an estimate of the amount of 
paid-up capital which will be necessary for the purposes of the undertaking The 
estimates having been examined aud checked for that purpose, are submitted to the 
Priv\' Council at the hearing of applications for Orders authorizing the construction of 
any line of tramway or light railway, and the Engineers who checked those estimates 
attend at the hearing and are examined thereon. The following table shows the 
applications which have been passed by the Privy Council under this Act, together with 
the valuation of guaranteeing areas, &c., &c. : — 

The total mileage of projects guaranteed is 288 miles, viz. (see Nos. I. and II., in 
following list), and the guaranteed capital £1,256,112. The Orders have lapsed in five 
other cases, amounting to £191,200, detailed at III.

Summary of Rainfall and Tidal Observations. 



Fishery Report for year ending March 31st, 1S92. 

This year was not, on the whole, very favourable for fishing ; the fishermen say the 
wind was either too light to take them to the fishing grounds, or too strong for thorn 
to fish when there. The catches, when fishing, were up to the average, the number of 
trawlers, 62, and their avorngc tonnage, 45 tons, being about the same as formerly, but 
in consequence of the weather the number of hampers landed were about 2,000 less 
than last year. The average price for the last year was rather less than for the one 
preceding. In 1891 there were 11,068 hampers, averaging £l 10s. In 1892 there 
were 9,308 hampers, averaging £1 7 s. 6 d. The best month was July, when 1,724 
hampers were landed ; there being a good demand the price kept up to £l 5s. The 
smallest take was in January, when only 243 hampers were caught, and the price 
was only about £l 2s. GcS. Tho price was kept down by large consignments of 
herrings in barrels landed in Dublin. The best day for the last two years was on the 
10th of March, when 343 hampers were landed, and the price was good considering 
the quantity, £1 Is. 6d. A hamper averages 2 cwt. Kingstown and Skerries aro 
the two principal places where fish are landed, but it is believed more are landed at 
the latter place. Fish caught on long lines are included in above. They average from 
one or two hampers a day. Last summer was the worst herring season that there has 
been. Herrings appear - , at least for the present,, to have given up visiting the coast. 
There were six Manx boats, and they landed only 17 mease. There were no herrings 
landed here by Irish boats. The average price was about £1 10s. per mease (500 go 
to a mease). During the summer of 1890 there were 190 mease landed. The winter 
herring fishing is done entirely by the local boats ; there were about thirty boats 
fishing, but they were not so successful as the winter before. It only lasts one month, 
namely, November. They got 221 one night. In November, 1890, 1,000 mease 
were landed. The best take last November was onlv 42. The average price was 
about £1. 
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Howth Harbour. — County Dublin. 

The imports for this year are as follows : — 

Coal, 3,8S8 tons. 

Potatoes, 93 tons. 

Oysters, 1,600 barrels. 

The herring fishing is still falling off, as there was only 1,547 mease sold at an average 
price of £1 Is. 8cZ. per mease. 

Long Line Fishing . — There were 223,962 hook fish — sold for £9,319— or 10, ISO 
cleaves (averaging 22 fish in each cleave) sold for about 18s. per cleave. 

Boats employed fishing — Scotch, 42 ; Irish, 32 ; Manx, 2 ; English, 2. Total, 78. 

With reference to the fishing out of this Port it has been failing for tbe last few 
years, and this year to a greater extent. Owing to the herring fishery falling off it 
lias been a great loss to the fishermen, especially to the Scotch boats who came so far 
and at great expense, and the few that were here last year said they would not come 
again, having fished for a fortnight with very little result. 

Trawling . — Having obtained the opinions of the fishermen as to the failure they all 
attribute it to the increase of trawling and the early fishing at Kinsale. 

The greatest number of boats out for one night was 52 — the highest catch being 
made the night of 23rd June. The average price given shows the average of all 
herrings, but the best quality and most part of the herrings averaged £l 10s. per 
mease. 

The fishing ground was as usual from north-east to south-east of Howth, distance 
from eight to twenty miles. 


Dunjiohe Harbour — County Waterford. 

Within the past year 20 first-class sailing trawlers fished in the deep outside. This 
branch of the fishing industry has been on the decline for the past three years, and 9 
of tire above boats, which constantly fished out of Dunmore for the last ten years, left 
in Judg for Tenby, and most probably will not return. The open-decked trawling 
boats that fish within the headlands of Waterford Harbour never had a worse season. 
Boats employed in the shell-fishing industry did fairly well, receiving a ready demand 
for their takes. Lobsters were bought up for 12s. to 14s., and crabs 2s. 6 d. to 3s. Gd. 
per dozen. 

The Salmon season of 1891 which opened with 62 drift net boats on tire lower waters 
of tbe Suir and Barrow was below the average, and realised from Is. Gd. to 2s. Gd. 
per lb. 

In July and August Peel became very plentiful, and prices fell as low as 7 d. per lb. 
Taking a general view of the entire season the Salmon was below, and the Peel above 
the average ; up to this there has been little or no improvement, and nothiug but 
complaints are heard among the drift net fishermen. 

The Herring fishing commenced on the 16th June, and the takes were small and the 
fish of an inferior quality up to the 21st August, when large shoals of prime fish set iu, 
some boats capturing as much as 146 mease for one night’s take, but owing to the 
stormy state of the weather during the month of October the fishing had to be aban- 
doned ; the result was that only 12,168 mease was landed, and sold at from 8s. to 17s. 
per mease ; the amount realised £7,025. 

The quantity of Trawl fish, 4,227 cwt., sold for £2,587. All other fish, 3,699 cwt., 
£422. 

The numbers of boats employed during the year were as follows : — Irish boats, 104 ; 
English, 11 ; Manx, 9 ; Scotch, 4 ; making a total of 128 ; 2,700 tons, 709 men, and 
72 boys. Cargo vessels, 19 ; 1,403 tons, 96 men. 

Imports were — 1,497 tons of coal, 396 tons of salt.

The quantity of Coal brought to this port during the past year was about 1,157 tons less than the year 
before, but this falling off was on account of the “ strikes ” at the coal mines, he. 


Herring Fishing at Ardolass. 

Fishing commenced here last season on 1st June and ended on 16th September. The 
capture of fish during the season was about 5,944 mease, which was the smallest 
quantity taken for many years (less than two years ago by 11,398 mease). The demand 
was good all through the season, and the prices ranged from 37s. 6d. down to 55. 6d. per 
mease. The average price during the season was equal to about 16s. 6d. per mease. 
The buyers were all local dealers ; no strange buyers, and not a single steamer called 
for herrings, so that there was no competition to keep up a steady price. Altogether 
it was a very bad season for fishermen and many of them left in debt. 

The numbers of boats fishing were — 35 Scotch, 19 Manx, and 78 Irish, in all, 133 
boats, being 86 less than the year before. During the last two or three seasons a 
good number of the Scotch and Manx fishermen that formerly fished from this Station 
have left and made Kilk eel their head quarters. Since that harbour was improved they 
find it more convenient to remain there, it being so much nearer to the best fishing 
grounds.

During the past year there was a falling off in the local trade from the previous year, 
viz. : — 113 tons of coal less imported, and 948 tons of potatoes less exported ; but, on 
the other hand, on account of the new railway, we had imports of timber and iron 
which made the gross tonnage much over last year.
